After ali, the Esquimaux do not seem to 
have a vary good idea of comparative value 
in their exchanges, the present necessity for 
an article governing them far more than 
any other consideration. 
If a needle or a 
nail or other cheap and simple article is 
needed at once a fox-skin or a b lade of 
whaleb one will b e willingly exchanged for 
it, if they have it, the value of the skin or 
b lade b eing enough in civilization to supply 
the trib e with these articles for an indefinite 
period. 
For a summer’s work on a whaler 
-a b out two months—they generally receive 
a cheap b reech-loading gun, b ought in the 
United States for from $4 to $6, and 
or 
$3 worth of ammunition. 
Things on which 
they have worked patiently for months they 
will trade away for some civilized tiinket 
that could not havo occupied more ^than a 
few minutes in its manufacture. 
!Nor are 
they much more considerate in their ex­ 
changes of commodities with eaeb other, 
and the most incongruous pay ments are 
often made b y them. 
I never saw any display of that charac­ 
teristic among 
Indians, 
and 
generally 
known b y the aesthetic title of “hoggish­ 
ness,” wherein a lib eral gift to one for an 
article must b e added to in purchasing the 
same from another. 
To prevent this suppo­ 
sititious trait I determined at once to fix a 
standard of value in ob taining dogs from 
them, large numb ers of which I needed for 
my anticipated sledge journey , b ut, as I 
had placed the remuneration at good rates, 
to wrangle over it

I never had occasion 
with them. 
In fact, such contentions are 
wholly unknown among these Esquimaux 
in dealing with strangers or with each 
other. 
Even when several whalers are win­ 
tering in their vicinity , and one is unusually 
stingy in pay ments and others 
conspicu­ 
ously generous, the former is not “ boy ­ 
cotted’’ altogether in the amount of moat, 
furs, clothing, and other material they have 
for them all. 
Thieving among these bands Is almost 
wholly unknown, and this has long been 
their character. 
A British exploring expe­ 
dition that wintered among them over a 
half century ago, speaks of this virtue 
among them. 
A small party of Esqui­ 
maux had built their igloos, or snow-house, 
near the ships of this expedition—that is 
two cr three mile3 distant—and a numbs:* 
of the white people visited them. 
Upon re­ 
turn mg to the ships one person noticed t bat­ 
he liril lo-A a glove, and supposed that it 
might have been purloined by tho natives, 
until one of them, who had followed the 
party , returned the glove, 
having walked 
the entire distance for that purpose. 
Two 
dogs were purchased of them by one ship’s 
crew. 
They disappeared ono night, and 
suspicion was naturally aroused, but the 
next morning tho two dogs were found se­ 
curely tied, E quimau method, 
on the deck 
t,f the other suiu 
After tho dogs had 
broken loose from v\o ship and had returned 
to their village, 
their original owner had 
brought them back in the night, and by 
mistake had returned them to tho wrong 
vessel 
Surely they carry out the Biblical 
injunction to avoid oven tho appearance of 
evil in a manner that would not stand with 
the conduct of some civilized persons. 
YUhen I lived among thom our party was 
uever careful to collect tools or other things 
loft around the house, and I do not now re­ 
call that we ever missed un article. 
The 
party left a large amount of trading m v 
teriab 
amounting in value to & robably 
$1,01» or $2.000, in a snow-houso in the vil- 
iuge, and visited the whale ships over 100 
miles away , and nothing was touched dur­ 
ing its absence. 
I have already noted for 
Avhat trifling 
wages tho Esquimaux work 
hard all summer, and y et hero was enough 
to be had by stealing to supply thom for a 
number of y ears. The protection in a snow 
house is about equal to that in a tent with 
the flaps tied, or a house 
with an unlocked 
door. 
During most of our absence no Es­ 
quimaux lived in the village, but they were 
away walrusing in snow houses some two or 
three miles distant, and thus no one was left 
to guard the house, rendering thieving very 
easy . 
Had any ono stolen any thing, and 
Lean detected, thero is no penalty provided 
for ti;e offense or for any other crime com­ 
mitted. 
The only time when the integrity of any 
one of tho village natives was questioned 
was when a memb er of my party lost a val­ 
uab le penknife. It disappeared my steriously 
at tho same timo with an Innuit who b ore 
tae worst reputation in this particular lino 
in the trib e, although none of them could 
furnish a b ill of particulars as to any single 
definite act of his in the past 
We were liv­ 
ing in tho snow-houses at tho timo, b ut 
when summer came and the igloos had 
melted the supposed stolen property was 
found on the ground on the site of our ol 1 
-now-house, 
and 
this 
supposed 
charge 
against the Esquimau was thrown « *ut of 
court. 
They have a method among them­ 
selves of b orrowing articles in the most 
communistic way without any waste of 
words. 
Under ail circumstances, however, 
-ueh articles are sure to b o returned to their 
original owners. 
If they are out of oil for their lamps or 
provisions ami find a cairn (pile of large 
stones» containing oil or meat of any kin i 
they do not hesitate to b reak into an t take 
enough to reliove tb eir immediate necessities 
—newer more—and attach to a stick stucu 
up in the snow alongside the despoiled cairn 
I avment in full for what kas 
b een taken 
therefrom in the way of a *now*knife, a b ag 
of bullets, or whatever they may have 
handy and know wiU b e useful to the other 
party wlnwe meat or oil haa b een taken.

The resu lt of the boring on the 
Blanchard farm three miles sou thwest of 
the city has been so encou raging that what 
thu s far seemed only a p ossibility has be­ 
come almost a reality . 
Gas was stru ck at 
the abov e p lace last Wednesday at elev en 
a. m. at a dep th of fifty -six feet two inch­ 
es in a grav el bed one and one-half feet 
in thickness. 
The fltw was so strong 
that stones were thrown to a height of 
one hu ndred feet, u ndone forced throu gh 
a sheet of tin. 
The p ressu re on the top 
of a two-inch p ip e is abou t twenty -fiv e 
p ou nds to the inch. 
It was imp ossible to 
light the gas u ntil the p ressu re had been 
redu ced by p acking the bu rner« tightly 
with cotton. 
Now it bu rns with a bright 
flame three or fou r feet in diameter.

The Electric Lig h t giv es this accou nt of 
a scene in the jail here witnessed by the 
editor:

ex p ressions as “Why did y ou not think 
of his p oor mother when y ou killed him? 
Oh, I shall nev er see my brother again.” 
“Let me cu t his heart ou t.” 
And the like, 
were not calcu lated to calm the nerv er of 
the accu sed and y et the only words u tter- 
j 
ed by the p risoner du ring this ex citing 
scene were “what is tru mp ?” and “high 
or low, jack” etc. as he continu ed to p lay 
the game in which he was engaged when 
Thiel entered. 
Mosse did not change his 
p osition nor did we see him ev en look at 
the man who was accu sing him. only a 
few feet distant. 
It was an affecting sight 
and ou r sy mp athies were wholly with the 
man whose brother was slain.

belonging to the liv ery stable (Strou p ’s) 
were taken to the lau ndry Monday morn­ 
ing as u su al. 
The liy ery men do not re­ 
member p articu larly abou t any p articu lar 
robe being “ cov ered with blood” on that 
morning. The lau ndry man did not notice 
any thing u nu su al abou t that batch of 
robes and therefore we may infer that a 
v ery great ado was made abou t nothing 
in that lap -robe talk. 
Willis Sp ider, on Su nday night of last 
week, p rop osed to go to Franklin and get 
his wife who was v isiting there. 
Mosse 
p rop osed to go along and take his girl, 
Miss Smith, and they went to-gether and 
retu rned late at night.
